Renault bids “au tevoir” to hatchbacks and says “howdy” to this awesome pick-up concept 


I t^s always nice when an 
automotive manufacturer 
still has the power to 
surprise. Take Renault for 
example: it’s busy churning 
out little Twingos, Clios and 
Capturs and then - blam! 
There’s the almighty Alaskan 
all up in your grille like a boozy 
rugby player after a night on 
the Guinness. 

The chunky concept is said

to be part of a bigger plan 
that will see sister companies 
Nissan and Mercedes-Benz 
also unleash pick-up trucks 
on the world by 2020. 

It’s supposedly loosely based 
on the already-in-production 
Nissan Navara, but packs 
enormous 21-inch alloys, solar- 
powered spot lamps on the roof, 
and a load area that can handle 
a one-tonne payload. 


But because this is a concept, 
there is also a madcap feature 
that is almost guaranteed to 
be sadly absent from the 
version you’ll buy. In this case 
it’s a camera located in the door 
mirrors so the driver can ^Tilm 
the passing landscape,” says 
the manufacturer. 

Powering the brute is a 
surprisingly small 2.3-litre 
twin-turbo diesel engine that 


can be found in a number 
of current Renault vans, which 
develops just iSsbhp. Don’t 
expect mind-blowing 
performance figures, but the 
French marque claims it’s good 
for a wallet-pleasing 40.4mpg. 

There’s no word on an 
official release date just yet, 
but if Renault slaps a 6.5-litre 
V8 under the bonnet, we’ll order 
two right now! 




The ultra-posh British manufacturer has been busy 
teasing the upcoming Dawn with a series of pointless 
images. It has finally been unveiled and this is the 
soft-top convertible version of the 624bhp Wraith - 
and it’s dead sexy. Expect the price tag to be equally 
impressive... 


Unlike most of the other Gran Turismo concepts, 
the Bugatti Vision Concept isn’t just a pie-in-the- 
sky drawing - it actually hints at what the Veyron’s 
successor might look like.

I don’t have a personal 
connection to Mexico, nor 
do I have family members 
there, but one day when 
I was riding the subway in 
New York, I picked up a copy 
of Rolling Stone magazine 
and read this article called 
Border Madness about the 
Arizona vigilantes. I knew 
immediately that I wanted 
to explore the potential of 
this film and I spent many 
months talking to war 
veteran Tim “Nailer” Foley 
- who has dedicated much 
of his life to defending the 
US border - and he gave me 
his trust and invited me to 
Arizona. For me, it was more 
a case of investigating what 
happens when citizens feel 
like they have to take the law 
into their own hands. 

YOU WERE IN AND AMONG 
GANGLAND GUNFIRE 
RIGHT FROM THE OFF. DID 
YOU FEAR YOU’D DIE FOR 
YOUR ART? 

I’ve never been in such 
dangerous situations in my 
life - my first film was on 
the state of healthcare in 
the US! So, of course I was 
apprehensive of flitting 
between cartels and 
vigilantes, places of torture 
and meth labs in darkness. 

I can’t describe how it felt to 
be in those places. 

DID YOU TAKE ANY 
SPECIAL PRECAUTIONS? 


We shot in Michoacan in Mexico, 
and Arizona in the US. We originally 
bought some bulletproof vests, but 
in Arizona we found we didn’t need 
them as the violence wasn’t as 
widespread. Mexico was a different 
story - a different level of danger. 
So much so, everywhere I went, 
journalists and Mexican citizens 
thought I was crazy to even try to 
capture the story on film. The State 
Department website for Michoacan 
states: “Absolutely no one from 
America shall enter Michoacan 
under any circumstances.” But we 
went anyway... 

DID YOU GET USED TO BEING 
PERMANENTLY SCARED? 

Well, I didn’t ever sh*t myself, that 
was a bonus. But I don’t think you 
can ever get used to constant 
gunfire. There were plenty of times 
I thought, “What the hell am I doing 
here? Is this worth it?” But it’s not 
like we shot any of this stuff to be 
gratuitous, we shot it all for the 
story and it all made sense and 
all ended up being part of the 
narrative. I felt a huge duty and 
obligation to bare witness to the 
horrible situations.

LANDl DOES IT FEEL GOOD

Having Kathryn Bigelow [director 
of The Hurt Locker] come on as an 
executive producer was amazing. 

I have a huge amount of respect for 
her as a film-maker. When we made 
this film, we were out in the middle 
of nowhere for months and months, 
not knowing how it’d be received, 
so it’s been very humbling and 
wonderful to see people 
like Jonah react so well.
